In the following your young 
Adolf was appointed adjunct tohis father, after 
whose doath in 1884 he became chivf managing 
partner. Unier, tho able “administration of 
fathor ond son. .the business inereased 
rapidly until it attained the position of 
one of the loading financial institations in the 
country, To .its initiative and support. many 
of the most flourishing industrial and other 
establishments in Germany owe their existence 
and saccess, whilst in a like manner Mr.

Hlansemann and his bank were ucor ready to 
assist German capitalists in their veutures 
abroad, The share capital of the Disconto 
Commandit Gesellschaft now amounts to M. 
150,000,000, and in order to give an idea of tho 
enormous expansion of the. business I may 
mention that the agnual turnover, which in 
1856 rooched about 600 million marks on
